If wires are used to support the 
tree, the central leader should extend 
12 to 18 inches beyond the wire. If 


staked, it should extend this same 
distance above the stake, although a 
short stake extending 2 or 3 feet 


above ground may be used. 

In case of a short stake the central 
leader is kept stiff and dominant by 
suppressing competing branches. Sup 
pression is accomplished more by 
bending and allowing competing 
branches to fruit heavily and thinning 
than by heading. 

So-called dwarf trees, because of a 
very strong fruiting tendency, lend 


themselves to pruning. They with 
stand amounts of pruning which 
would force standard trees into an 


overvegetative condition. 

Because of this fruiting tendency, 
pruning the young tree as needed to 
shape it has less tendency to delay 
early production. This doesn’t mean, 
however, that you cannot overprune 
dwarf trees. Too much pruning that 
causes excessive vigor produces ex 
cessively large fruit that lacks firm- 
ness and size. 

It is possible for apple trees on 
very dwarf stock to get into produc- 
tion too fast. Heavy production dur- 
ing the second and third years may 
stunt the tree so that at five or six 
years the tree's capacity is still that of 
a three- or four-year-old tree instead 
of a five- or six-year-old tree. 

When this happens the first fruits 
become very expensive. Rather than 
let a tree over-bear, it is much better 
to do all the pruning that is needed 
and then follow with a good thinning 
program.

gan.” In the peak year of 1867 the 
apple crop in Indiana exceeded 9 mil- 
lion bushels and the peach crop was 
1.4 million bushels. 

The first report of Indiana State 
Bureau of Statistics in 1879 recorded 
that “apples, pears, peaches, grapes, 
and small fruits were so commonly 
abundant and cheap that none but an 
expert can afford to cultivate them 
for market sale.” 

Then came the disastrous fall of 
1880 when the temperature dropped 
60 degrees in 18 hours while the trees 
were still not fully dormant. Addi- 
tional severe weather during the win- 
ter months was followed by a sum- 
mer of extreme drought and the In- 
diana fruit industry was dealt a blow 
from which it has never recovered its 
place of prominence in the 
commercial fruit production. 

The emphasis in _ production 
shifted from the home orchard oper- 
ated by the general farmer to the 
large orchards operated by profes- 
sional orchardists. Climatic and 
geographic factors resulted in the 
shifting of the industry to other states 
and improving transportation facili- 
ties becoming more capabie of 
supplying fruit needs from other 
areas. 

At present, fruit production in In- 
diana is concentrated in 516 commer- 
cial orchards with an average

$15,000, and an average annual return 
of $168 per acre. Averages are, how- 
ever, deceiving as they do not reflect 
the variations from the many small 
orchards of 10 to 15 acres which sell 
fruit on the local market or at the 
roadside stand to the large 
cial orchards of SOO 
more operated by the 
known Dixie Orchard 
Vincennes.
